The wreck la above water and atli] 
smoldering. Owing to the heated con 
dition of the hull, search fo«- those crc 
mated ln ^ t has not been begun and 
very few of the bodies of those who 
are drowned have been recovered, ow 
Int to the swift current at the seen' 
the disaster, 
At the coroner’s inquest over the 
bodies of Captain Sylvester Doss and 
Slss Maria Tlsafn a verdict was ren- 
! dered that the former came to death 
i from exhaustion and the latter rom 
I Inhaling smoke, and nothing was de­ 
veloped as to the o r ig in , ( auge ir re 
•poneiblllty for the distaste!*. Captain 
j Phillips testified that he eould not ac 
H r«rk»r« 
count for the origin of the fire unless 
N-v*r nots 
»n electric win- had started it. 
He 
stated that so far as he knew there 
were 56 lives lost. 
The coroner was 
advised of other bodies being recov­ 
ered at distances from this city. but 
none of them have been identified. 
Sensational reports have been cir­ 
culated about an alleged quarrel be­ 
tween the officers of the steamer and 
the roustabouts and that the fire may 
have been of incendiary origin, bat 
no credence *s given to these reports 
Many stone* have been told by sur 
vivom of their thrilling experiences in 
escaping from the bur ai cs decks, and 
some of them are of a moat startling 
character. 
The victims were from 
points aion. the Ohio vaUey and they 
have left a trail of bereavement from

Late in 
the afternoon SLI lr; 
nnd Johnson 
left for Oolagh ana «. , ./ miles west 
met Mayfield and Phillips awaiting 
them by the roadside. 
Without any 
preliminary words Mayfield leveled 
his shotgun and fired at Skidmore, who 
received the load in the right breast. 
As the wounded man reeled from his 
saddle he turned his gun on Phillips, 
who had also raised his gun to fire 
at him, and shot him through the 
heart. 
As Skidmore fell from his 
horse Mayfield turned his gun on John­ 
son and both men fired simultaneous­ 
ly. 
Mayfield was wounded In the 
shoulder and 
Johnson in the side. 
Though desperately wounded the men 
fired again and again, every shot tak­ 
ing effect. 
Friends who had feared 
trouble and who had followed Skid­ 
more and Johnson from Collinsville, 
arrived at this Juncture and prevent­ 
ed the wounded men from finishing 
their fight. 
The wounded men and the body of 
Phillips were taken into Collinsville. 
Skidmore’s wounds were pronounced 
fatal, and Utile hope is given for the 
recovery of the o'hers. The presence 
in Collinsville of a large number of 
armed men, friends of both sides, has 
led the authorities to take precautions 
to prevent a possible clash between 
them.

Fire D epartm ent P ow erin g to Q uench 
Lumber Hint* at Q uincy. 
Quincy, Ills., April 22.—Fire which 
originated yesterday afternoon in the 
Gem City Sawmill company’s plant, 
destroyed property valued at $230,000 
and caused the death of one woman 
from the shock. After consuming the 
sawmill and planing mill the fire burn­ 
ed over nearly IO acres piled with lum­ 
ber. Two of the city fire engines were 
abandoned kl the flames by the fire­ 
men and converted into molten metal 
The fire also burned 
parts of two 
bridges together with several freight 
cars. and destroyed Western Union 
and Illinois District poles and wires 
for half a mile along the Burlington I 
road. The stables of the sawmill com- ! 
pany with several horses, were burn 
ed. also a large icehouse and contents. J 
belonging to A. Cavanaugh of St. I 
Louis and a number of residences. 
Several firemen were overcome by 
the heat and flames,

be studied, but to be loved; they are 
not for knowledge, but for culture— 
is spending to enhance our appreciation of life and 
our mastery over its elements. Al! the 
j mere facts about a poet’s work are as 
chaff as compared with the apprecia­ 
tion of one fine line or fine sentence 
Why study a great poet at all after the 
manner of the dissecting room? Why 
not rather seek to make the acquaint­ 
ance of bis living soul aud to feel its 
power?—John Burroughs In Century.

POULTRY POINTERS. 


A close, unventilated house is em­ 
phatically a foul house. 
Ground or crushed bone Is a good 
form in which to give lime. 
The nests should be arranged so that 
the fowls can walk In on them. 
Bran Is a better feed for fowls than 
corn because It contains more nitrogen. 
An excellent feed for young chicks is 
cracked or coarsely ground wheat for 
the first week. 
A cock th a t fights and picks his 
mates every lim e they are fed is not 
a good breeder, and few of bls hens’ 
eggs will ever hatch. 
Cane or sorghum seed can be fed to 
fowls to gocKl advantage, 
it stim u­ 
lates egg production and in many w avi 
is good to use for variety. 
For a good breeder select a rooster 
with plump, full breast, broad across 
the back, wine between the legs and 
that crows often, loud aud long. 
It is a good plan to mate up the 
fowls early, for occasionally one of the 
hens will want to sit during the win­ 
ter, and it will be best to have tho eggs 
ready.
